. Cobb, of the Saturday evening
Post writing in the Red Cross
Magazine for January, tellsof the
misery he saw during his recent
trip in the European war zone.
Speaking of those made homeless
and destitute by the war, hesays
in part:
. “] saw them tramping aimless-
ly along wind-swept, rain-washed
roads, fleeing from burning and
devutated villages.. Isaw them
sleeping upon the miryearth with
no cover and no shelter, 1 saw
them herded together in the
towns and cities from which
many of them ultimately fled, ex
isting God alone knows how.
1 saw them-ragged, furtive scare
crows—prowling in theshattered
ruins of their houses, seeking sal-
vage where there was no salvage
to be found. Isaw them living
living like the beasts of the fleld,
upon such things as the beasts
of the field would peject. 1saw
the standing in long lines wait-
ing for their part of the dole of
charity which already was near-
ly exhausted. Isaw theirtowns
when hardly one stone stood up-
on another. I saw their aban-
doned farm lands where the
harvests rotted in the furrows

and ungathered upon the trees.
1 saw their cities where trade was
dead and credit was a thing that
no longer existed. I saw them
staggering along from weariness
and the weakness of hunger, I
saw all these sights repeated and
multiplied infinitely—yes, and
magnified, too—but not oncedid
[ see & man or woman or even &
child that wept or cried out.”
